Applicant contends tliat Sliipley does not disclose, teach or suggest "detecting the use of the software code," as recited in claims 1,17, 
25 and 31 (see page 12). However, Applicant acknowledges that Shipley teaches a method for version negotiation between a program 
and a DLL (see page 12). Specifically, Shipley discloses, with reference to the version negotiation process illustrated in FIGS. 2 and 3, 
responding to a call to a DLL from an application and determining whether the preferred version is supported (see column 6, lines 23-36). 
Detecting the call to the DLL, i.e. detecting the use of the software code, is inherent to the operation of the version negotiation process. 
In order to perform version negotiation, the call to or use of the software code provided by the DLL must be detected in some fashion.
